The scheme will provide for 
the payment of the costs of 
operating and case room. facili 
ties, X-ray, laboratory, diagnos- 
tic and therapeutic procedures, 
anaesthetics and approved drugs 
and dressings. -

the province are covered by the 
act, although there will be limi 
tations on the amount of govern 
ment responsibility and length
